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W aterbury, Conn., Feb. 4.—A black­ 
ened and smouldering moss of ruins 
now m arks the main busin- ss section 
of the city. The fire, w bleb created' a 
loss conservatively estim ated at $3.- 
000.000, burned far Into the day, and 
was 
not extinguished entirely until 
last evening. 
The scene about the city yesterday 
was only little less rem arkable than 
that of the previous evening. 
Thou­ 
sands of people stumbled around the 
icy streets and with the greatest dif­ 
ficulty were restrained by the militia 
and police from venturing within the 
danger lines. 
A tangled network of 
wires on Bank and South Main streets 
greatly hindered the work of extin­ 
guishing the last flames and clearing 
away the wreckage. The Connecticut 
Railroad and Lighting company had 
nun on the streets all day removing, 
repairing and 
replacing the 
wires. 
The city's telephonic communication, 
lighting facilities and electric power 
were restored before nightfall. 
A revised list of losses and insur­ 
ance ta very difficult to obtain at this 
time. 
Few know Just what the loss 
was on their buildings and stock 
It 
is believed that 
when the truth is 
know n the figures placed at $3,000,000, 
telegraphed yesterday, will not be far 
from the correct estim ate. 
The re­ 
markable feature of the fire was un­ 
doubtedly the absence, 
ao far as 
known, of Job* of life. The rebuilding 
of ruined structures is only a question 
of time. 
Tem porary quarters have 
been secured by ail the firms. 
Many 
have already 
telegraphed 
for new 
stock, and will resum e business imme­ 
diately. 
The 
Am»rl< an 
Publishing 
company la among the heaviest losers, 
the building being entirely ruined, but 
the paper wa* issued in an abbreviat­ 
ed form last night. 
The walls of the 
mechanical departm ent are still stand 
ing, and it is said that it will be roofed 
in immediately. 
There has been more or less disor­ 
der about the streets, but the police 
have been very active and the militia 
has been of great service in handling 
the crow ds. The streets were piled with 
household 
goods 
and 
strewn 
with 
small articles thrown from the win 
dows. Some of this property was con 
fiscot^d by passers-by. but the amount 
of thieving was small compared with 
the opportunities offered by the con­ 
fusion 
Tbe num ber of injured was 
very small, and In all but one or two 
cases the injuries were slight. 
The 
streets are rapidly being cleared and 
trolley service will soon be resumed.

Eagle Pass, Tex., Feb. 4.—Eighty- 
four ^bodies and 16 men barely alive, 
some of them horribly mangled, have 
been taken from 
the Hondo mines. 
Search for the bodies had stopped on 
account of the stench, hut disinfect­ 
ant* arrived yesterday afternoon and 
work has been resumed. 
The shaft had 118 men enrolled and 
18 are still missing. Twenty-five head 
of dead mules have been taken from 
the shaft. The dam age to property is 
very great. The company has obtain 
ed all the physicians and nurses that 
can be secured from all points, and 
is doing everything possible to save 
any of the miners who may still be 
alive. The scene at the opening of the 
mine was horrible. 
Wives* mothers 
and children of the dead and mangled 
were scream ing and crying and re 
fused to retire. 


Havana, Feb. 4.—At the hearing yea 
terday of the Cuban postal fraud cases, 
Chief Clerk Bristow testified at length 
regarding the method of conducting 
the business of the Cuban postal de­ 
partm ent. 
Referring to the difference 
between the two reports sent to Gen. 
Brooke, formerly m ilitary governor of 
Cuba, and to the postm aster general, 
Bristow said 
that he received data 
from the heads of departm ents and 
compiled the reports therefrom : that 
these reports were subm itted to Estes 
G. Rathbone for his inspection, and 
that the two reports were compiled 
from the same sources of information. 
Many of the duplicate checks on which 
the governm ent contends money was 
fraudulently obtained, were signed by 
Bristow in the absence of Rathbone. 
Bristow’s cross-examination by coun­ 
sel for Rathbone was largely in refer­ 
ence to this m atter of ( heck signing. 
He said he had only general instruc­ 
tions about signing checks, and that 
tbe checks were presented by C. F. W. 
Neely. 
He had no suspicion that any­ 
thing was wrong, he said, and signed 
five checks for miscellaneous accounts, 
abiding by the certification of Neely 
th at these were correct. 
In case of 
doubt he would have„asked for vouch­ 
er*. Bristow said be signed one dupli­ 
cate check for $1,260 and that in R ath­ 
bone^ absence the checks were en 
doraed by himself for Rathbone. 
Our 
ing his cross-examination Bristow fur 
thor explained th at the checks were 
net taken to the bank by himself or 
by Rathbone, and th at Rathbone did 
not send anybody to the bank with 
them. 
He said the custom was to 
send the checks back to Neely’s de­

Sunday night the mob at 
tacked the company's commissary, but 
William Nixon, son of Manager Nixon, 
at the head of a number of white em­ 
ployes. charged the mob with Win 
chester rifles and a pitched battle en 
sued, the mob retreating to the woods. 
The situation has been reported to 
Adjutant General Brandon, who has 
promised the company protection, and 
the Crossville company of militia is 
ready to be called out at any time 
they may be needed. 
Several of the 
mob were arrested and taken before 
m agistrates and released, the terrified 
negroes being afraid to appear as 
prosecutors. 
The company officials 
say they will certainly protect the ne­ 
groes.
